^Sponiered by UGEQ as part of the International Day of Protest Against the War In Vietnam, 
the demonstration drew a crowd of about 2,000, besides numerous policemen - on horses, motor- 
cycles, and on foot. 



Earlier, 2,000 demonstrators 
from ru dc M, Sir George, Mc- 
Gill aiid various colleges das- 
siqucs 'had gathered at Dominion 
Square, chanting "Johnson, as- 
sassin" and "On veut In paix". 
A small band of counter-demon- 
strators passed the square with- 
out incident. 

Parade marshals organized de- 
monstrators and handed tiicm 
written Instructions before be- 
ginning the march along Dor- 
chestcr-rBoulcvard and north to 
the consulate on McGregor. Rush- 
hour traffic came.-lo a standstill 
as protesters brushed past police 
and filled the streets. 

Outside the consulate police 
on foot, horseback and motor- 
cycles awaited the demonstrators.

Changes have also been made 
In the application forms and pro- 
cedures for filling them out In 
order to eliminate as much 
fraud as possible. All the changes 
followed a special committee re- 
port which last year found 
many student loan requests to 
be fraudulent. 

Falsification o f statements 
made under the Student Loan 
Act can result in a suit filed 
against the applicant for the re- 
covery of any money received. 

Dr. E.G. Knowlcs, Student 
Counsellor and Director of Stu- 
dent Aid at McGIll, said he had 
no information on the number of 
fraudulent statements from Me- 
Gill students.. No list , was receiv- 
ed last year of." those submitting 
fraudulent applications and he 
did not expect one this year.

Thursday night a group of Berkeley activists, calllnp them- 
selves The Movement Against Political Suspensions, voted to hold 
a "disruptive milMn" If Berkeley Chancellor Roger W. Hryns 
docs not announce by Monday that no students will be suspended 
for participating in the rallies. 

llic rallies, held during the week of protest preceding the 
October 21 Mobilization, were outlawed by university authorities 
on the assumption that the rally leaders were asking, students, to 
commit civil disobedience. 

The students' demand that Heyns decide against suspending 
any students by monday will be the first major test of wills 
between the activists and the administration since Heyns took 
over as chancellor. 



UGEQ President Pierre Lc- 
Francols told the crowd "We are 
here to show our Vietnamese 
brothers that they are not alone 
in their fight for freedom". He 
called for a return to the Geneva 
accords of 1054, immediate ces- 
sation of bombing and recogni- 
tion of the National Liberation 
Front. 

LeFrancols demanded an end 
to all forms of Imperialism and 
closed his speech with "Vive le 
Viet Nam libre". 

While he spoke, demonstrators 
lit torches and some, threw these 
towards the consulate. - Others 
hurled red paint and at least 
• two windows were broken. 

Police : responded by pushing 
•the demonstrators away from the 
building and during this, opera- 
tion four., students were taken 
Into custody. 

As the crowd moved to the 
sidewalk, a dozen mounted police 
charged, scattering and kicking 
the demonstrators. Students who 
moved toward the building to 
avoid the horses were shoved 
back Into the melee by police. 

Some demonstrators broke 
their placards and threw pieces 
of wood at the charging police, 
while officers on foot made ar- 
rests. Cries of "Gestapo" arid 
crowd attempts to prevent the 
arrests led to Increa.sed confu- 
sion and violent outbreaks. 

One demonstrator reported he 
had been tripped and clubbed 
by several policemen after he 
was taken to the paddy wagon, 
bpyorul the view of reporters and 
the crowd. 

Several , students, apparently 
realizing they could not prevent 
the arrests, tried to overturn 
paddy wagons and police cars. 

The police attempted to dis- 
perse the crowd by Isolating 
groups of students and channel- 
ling them cast nionff .McGregor. 
Forminc lines and charging In- 
trrmlttcntly. they caused demon- 
strators to panic and run, and at 
limes chased them as far as 
Pcet Street. 

The forty-eight who were ar- 
rested were bailed out early 
Saturday morning, mostly - with 
money lent by l'Association 
Gcncralc des Etudiants dc I'U-

Although the US Air Force 
has cancelled recruiting planned 
for this wecic and though the 
Central Intelligence Agency has 
moved its recruiting downtown, 
the US Army and ^Marine Corps 
will still recruit today and Tucs- 
•day. .. -fo^^^i^-.. 

The demonstration could go on 
quietly or the university moy 
have to call In police as they did 
on October 18 when demonstra- 
tors attempted to disrupt recruit- 
ing by the Dow Chemical Com- 
pany, manufacturers of napalm 
used In Viet Nam. 

Leaders of anti-war groups on 
the Madison campus say they 
plan peaceful picketing of the 
army and marines. They do not 
plan to picket the CIA downtown. 
University officials say they have 
200 police ready for action. 

State Circuit Judge W.L. Jack- 
man has issued a court order 
. barring the demonstrators from 
interfering with recruiting. This 



order could be used as a basis 
for calling in the police. The in- 
junction forbids any student 
from "obstructing the functions 
of the university", counselling 
such obstruction, singing or 
chanting in hallways In a dis- 
ruptive manner and speaking 
loudly. One student leader call- 
ed the ruling "totallUrlan" and 
an appeal of the injunction Is ex- 
pected. 

If a confrontation docs not 
occur this week, It may occur 
later over the treatment of Ro- 
bert Cohen, a teaching assistant 
who was one of the leaders of

The regents have already de- 
cided, to hold a hearing to de- 
cide whether or not he should 
be fired. University President 
Harrington recommended that 
Cohen be fired but that he should 
be given a hearing first. The 
Chancellor of the Madison camp- 
us said that Cohen should be 
given a hearing by a faculty 
committee, not the regents. 

Cohen has already been sus- 
pended as a student, despite a 
Federal Court order restraining 
the university from discipllnlne 
leaders of the October 18 protest.

Dealer's choice 

We don't understand. None of this is 
supposed to be happening here. We live in 
a-peaceful country where people solve their 
differences through dialogue and, all prob- 
lems go to Parliament. Sit-insj;'cire^indigenous 
to Berkeley and anti-war clemonstrations 
occur in Washington. 

So much iol^illusibn: When police have 
to bring a campus to order and charging 
horses are used Jo, move people off the 
streets, you can drapvtl^^calm from the Can- 
adian image. And the future holds little for 
those who don't like nightsticks. 

But why here ? It's easy to blame it on 
the demonstrators, those kids who challenge 



authority and lead sane people to resort to 
force. Simple. But not so real. Those who 
break the law aren't motivated by simple 
thrill but are frustrated by the impossibility 
of influencing the decision-makers. 

At the top we have a group which 
holds power and authority but which has 
lost all communication with those it rules. 
As there is no understanding, the only inter- 
action wells through the established legal 
framework. When the wielders of authority 
feel they must influence those under them, 
there is no means other than the law.

agree and con only express it by reacting 
against the law itself. 

Politicians, likewise, are completely 
shrouded from a dissenting minority because 
consensus politics dictates that these people 
are invalid statistics. The students demons- 
trate but are ignored. Only the law connects 
them to the government. So they break the 
law and on charge the Mounted. 

' In each case legal power is used when 
it should not be. Coupled with a refusal tp 
compromise, it leads to violence. When an 
Administration follows the Berkeley line, you 
get a Berkeley. When policemen are left 
to control political expression, you fight cops, 
not politicians. At the apex sits a blind au- 
thority. 

The situation will not change by itself. 
More people will be hit by a law which is 
divorced from reality. The only group which 
con end the spread of police battles is that 
presently^ in control. It must realize coercion 
cannor^Be the base, for authority and that 
it has no other link v/ith a growing number 
of students. 

Otherwise those wHiVjMwer will con- 
tinue to play LBJ politin^Panâ ' use force to 
maintain their "rights" while more and more 
people take extra-legal steps to express 
themselves. Our choice is a new system or a 
police state — in and out of the university.

How to argue shock horror 
disgust'7 I haven't read the 
article but I've heard what went 
on; I must admit being amused' 
but concerned regarding 'the 



reaction by some of the less 
fortunate readers of the Daily. 
I ask myself: Have they taken 
a second to think, before ex- 
pounding the virtues of so- 
called adulthood and maturity ? 
This goes for shocked students 
as well as those^champions of 
unadulterated Î cleanliness mas- 
querading as human beings. 

I -am quite un-aware of the 
reaction Krassncr's article was 
greeted with In the U.S. Here, 
no one can argue his point' — 
the article was written tp make 
people think, and Krassner ex- 
ceeded himself. The voluble re- 
action indicates that sensitive 
nerves iiad been hit; people 
Just couldn't "sec" the world 
which caught the President in. 
a most unmanageable position. 

At the basis of those disgust- 
ed by the article there seems 
to be confusion between holding 
up the good name of the univer- 
sity as an academic institution 
and the ^ maintenance of per- 
sonal morality. The refusal to 
acknowledge independent per- 
sonal beliefs is, In this case, 
the impediment to an authentic 
view of the situation. 

Just why 'this^ particular art- 
icle slaHed 'such a ftiror^is any- 
one's giiess! It seems' those who 
most opposed it spurred publi- 
city In geometric proportion 
through incessant demands for 
discipline and rectification. I 
understand that most copies had 
been ; removed Jrom the stands 
wlthln^^^two^hours of thehr ap- 
pearance. Would it not seem 
ironical had the uproar occur- 
red If only a very few copies 
had been read ? I'm suggesting 
that the uproar was Inversely 
correlated to the number of 
copies distributed. The less the 
copies, the more vociferous the 
objection; there being some 
kind of ambivalence at work 
as^Jb^usual In hypocrisy. The 
mostTylolcnt objection coming 
if there ' had been no copies 



distributed at all I Goodness 
must be served."^ 

What kind of crlllcism, after 
all, could have been made 7 Not 
very likely an "objective" one. 
The merits of the article as lit- 
erature was not discussed, ex- 
cept Irresponsibly when dismis- 
sed as pornography. Personal 
attacks — the only' avenue open 
to those who cannot for the 
life of them see the article, as 
the satire It Is — were resorted 
to. 

A power play, pure and sim- 
ple, has resulted. Satire — obs- 
cenity definitions are no longer 
the problem, you will realize. 
The administration stepping in 
as it did with its powers. of sup- 
pression has unwittingly pro- 
voked serious re-examination of 
the relationship between stu- 
dent and society. But as, long 
as students continue re-afflrm- 
Ing their role in society, stu- 
dent-administration confronta- 
. tions are still to come. Gloat- 
ing over victories (7) will not 
cam respect; university admi- 
nistrations had better find 
ways and means io^adjiut, there 
Is no other way oiit.

The history of university government 
at McGiU, the Duff/Berdahl survey, the 
Parent Commission Report and the| 
MAUT Report of 1059, all confirm the 
importance of Senates or similar bodies 
being or becoming the main centre of 
academic authority ■ in , the University. 
Two issues, however, now surround the 
modernization of Senates as they deve- 
lop in the present period of increasing 
staff participation in the administrative 
life of the University. The first is a 
clear recognition that Senate's powers, 
though classically "academic" are in

fact powers which are inevitably inter- 
mbcing with and parallel to the inter- 
ests and authority of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, or Similar bodies, over basic 
financial and university-wide adminis- 
trative questions. Experience leaves no 
doubt that it is no longer possible, in 

a well'managed university, where the 
academic community takes part in broad 
dccision-makii>g, to draw sharp Unes 
between, "academic" and "financial" 

nquesUons. 

This clear intermeshing of functions 
and interests became evident particular- 
ly af 1er the .establishment of the McGill 
Senate Committee on Development 
which hadîj^^^der the entire capital 
cxpansion^rogra^;of , the University 
because il' bécame responsible for de- 
termining the space, building and equip- 
ment priorities and requirements of al 
the faculties and departments of the 
University. 

Clearly it was no longer possible to 
separate the Senate's authority over de- 

• cisions about academic buildings and 
the Govfimors' authority over financial 



commitmeins^hich,' though formally rc- 
taîneîr^l^^e' Governors, had to be un- 
derstood and discussed by the Senate, if 
Jt^was to perform its function in develop- 
|[ng some . master . plan of University 
biiilding, accommodationiandjdmissions. 



Operating costs 

A second area that demonstrates this 
interweaving of .the academic and the 
administrativ&'financial side of the Uni- 
versity is the increasing need to inform ' 
Senate and the MAUT of the Univer- 
sity's operating costs and trends in those 
costs, in order to have sensible ncgo-~ 
tiations with the staff over salaries, 
pensions and other important, staff in- 
terests. 

By the middle 1060's, therefore, lines 
of substantive differences between Sen- 
ale and Governors' jurisdiction have be- 
come increasingly blurred where the 
central interests of the University were 
involved. Indeed, it was this blurring 
which perhaps explains the decreasing 
pressure, at McGill at least, for staff re- 
presentation on Governors, although 
for many symbolic reasons at least, 
staff, participation on Governors re- 
mains .important. 

But clearly what had happened was 
the development of a powerful Senate , 
role, almost as powerful as Senate 
wishes to make it and, concurrently, the 
development of ad hoc Governors/Sen- 
ate Committees, or more general Gov- 
ernors and Senate relationships which 
effectively and " adequately were now 
dealing with an increasing variety of 
basic University questions, trath policy 
and ° administration, . "academic'.' and 
L'non-academic". 

Despite these developments, the need 
for a strong Senate, representative of 
the main academic components of the 
University, remains as important as 
ever, even if the rationale for insisting 
on the development of a strong Senate 
may now have somewhat different em- 
phases than once it had. Indeed, there is 
no longer any question of Senate having 
or retaining the powers . which it does 
have. For at McGill there is today ample 
authority in the Statutes for most of the . 
activities, presently carried on and there 
are,' atVihe same time, many ad hoc 
arrangemcnU^whereby;;^ Sm^^^ 
pates .;diréçUyj;fof^w|th^^i^^^^ in 
many significani 'decision-making activi- 

. ties.... ^ 

However, the staff clearly has a 
. stake in a strong Senate, if only be- 
cause it' is the one sure agency that 
unites all of the University's interests, 
from the academic .side at least, and it 
therefore must be an agency which re- 
presents the entire family of the acade- 
mic community at McGill and it should 
represent that family through the most 
democratic means available in the se- 
lection of representation. 

Trué represQntai^S^' 

It is dear, however, that Senate must 
increase in number and the total set 
out below will raise it from its present 
35 to a total of 48. But a central poli- 
tical and administrative problem is how 



Senate changes 



to make certain that Senate does not 
get too big for effective discussion and . 
decision-making at the same time as it 
truly represents all of the main acade- 
mic interests of the University as well 
as represents the staff (and students) 
directly through a sufficient number 
of elected members. 

The Duff/Bcrdahl Report, and to 
some extent the Parent Report, both 
propose a Senate or similar body where 
the majority of the members would be 
elected. This woiildiKavc been an ideal 
to be striven for ^ were it not for its 
effects on the size of Senate, on the 
one hand, and for (he fact that a 
"semi-elected" status already exists for 
many of those who arc members 
ex officio. For example, the ten Deans 
and five Vice-Deans of Arts and Scien- 
ce, as well as the Dean of Students, 
are all In their present offices by virtue 
of methods involving the staff in the 
selection and nominating through which 
the Principal makes the choice that he 
; presents to -the Governors for. appoint- 
ment (see section below discussing 
appointment of Deans). 

Hence, it may be said that the list of 
proposed members of the Senate prc-- 
vscnted below represents in effect,, three 
^^classes: 1)' those who are ■ purelj^ex . 
officio; 2) those who are appointed,' but 
after consultation with the staff; 3) 
■and those who are elected directly. The 
distribution is interesting for what is 
now recommended will provide Senate 
with 13 men^bers purely ax officio (in- 
cluding 5 members., of the Board of 
Governors) . 19 purely elected, directly 
by the faculties concerned and the 
Students' Councils and 16 Deans and 
Vice-Deans appointed after passlnf,' 
through the consultative mechanisms 
referred to (see box below). 



It is necessary at this point to make 
It dear that it is the Committee's in- 
tention to broaden the basis of the 
electorate as well as the pool of staff 
from which' Senate members may be 
chosen, and injparticular to provide, en- 
larged opportùhitics for . junior staff 
both to vote and to stand for office. 
For these reasons the Committee re- 
commends that full-time teaching staff 
with the rank of Assistant Professor 
and higher will have the right to vote 
and to stand for such office. 

Some disappointment 

It may be that some disappointment 
will be felt at the fact that thn.sc pro- 
posals do not provide for a simple ma- 
jority of purely elected members. But 
as indicated above the Comimlltcc was 
' faced with the dilemma of creating a 
Senate so large. as to be unmanageable 
and out of which might emerge a less' 
democratic executive committee; while 
at the same time the Committee felt 
some confidence in the validity of its 
proposed structure through the reco- 
gnition that sixteen of the members pt 
Senate would be present as the result 
of an intensive consultation with staff 
before such persons were given the 
offices that entitled them to a scat on 
Senate, namely the eleven Deans, and 
the five Arts and Science Vice-Deans.
